witli  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  si.x  ))er  centum 
per  annum  for  twenty  years:  and 

Whereas  for  the  ]>ayment  of  said  debentures,  sink- 
ing fund,  aTid  interest,  it  will  he  neeessary  to  raise  the 
sum  of  tiGhiiO  by  special  rate  in  each  and  every  year  : 
and 

\Vhereas  thii  whole  ratable  land  and  improvements 
or  real  pro])erty  of  the  said  Municipality,  according  to 
the  last  revised  assessment  roll,  is,  .§1,070, rkiD.GU: 

Whereas  the  existing  debenture  debt  of  the  Muni- 
cipality amounts  to  §70,000,  and  no  principal  or  inter- 
est is  in  arrears : 

Therefore,  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  City  of 
Greenwood  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Corporation  of  the  City 
of  Greenwood  to  raise  l)y  way  of  loan,  from  any  per- 
son or  persons,  body  or  bodies  corporate,  who  may  be 
willing  to  advance  the  same  on  the  credit  of  the 
del)entures  hereinafter  mentioned,  the  sum  of  §20,000, 
and  cause  the  same  to  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the 
City  Treasurer  of  the  said  City  of  Greenwood  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  and  avith  the  object  hereinbefore 
recited. 

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  to  cause  any 
number  of  debentures  to  be  made,  not  exceeding  in 
the  whole  the  sum  of  .§20,000,  in  sums  of  not  less  than 
§100  each,  as  may  be  required,  and  all  such  debentures 
shall  be  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  (ireenwood,  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  counter- 
signed by  the  Treasurer  of  the  said  City. 

3.  The  said  debentures  shall  be  payalde  in  twenty 
years  from  the  day  herein  mentioned  for  this  by-law 
to  take  effect,  at  such  bank  in  the  City  of  Greenwood 
as  the  Council  may  by  resolution  direct. 

4.  The  said  debentures  shall  have  coupons  attached 

for  the  payment  of  the  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per 
centum  per  annum  on  the  amount  of  said  debentures, 
and  shall  be  made  payable  yearly  on  the  day  of 

in  each  and  every  year. 


A special  I’ate  on  the  dollar  shall  be  levied  and 
raised  in  each  and  every  year,  in  addition  to  all  other 
rates,  on  all  ratable  property  of  the  City  snllicieiit  to 
])ay  interest  and  create  a sinking  fund  foi'  the  Jiay- 
inent  of  the  d(4)t  hereby  ci'eated  at  and  when  the 
same  shall  become  dne. 

tl.  The  Slim  of  .§720  shall  l«e  raised  annually  for  the 
payment  of  the  debt  hereby  incurred. 

7.  'I'he  sum  of  .§1,200  shall  be  raised  annually  for 
the  payment  of  interest  on  the  amount  of  the  debt 
incni'red  during  the  currency  of  the  debcntui’cs  hereby 
authoriseil  to  be  issued. 

8.  It  shall  he  lawful  for  the  Corporation  from  time 
to  time  to  purchase  any  of  the  said  debentures  at 
such  ])i’ice«  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  u])on,  and  all 
debentures  so  ]mrchased  shall  be  cancelled,  and  no 
re-i.ssue  of  any  debenture  or  debentures  shall  be  made 
in  consequence  of  any  such  jmi’chase. 

I'liis  by-law  shall  before  the  final  passing  thereof 
receive  the  assent  of  the  electors  of  the  Corporation^ 
in  manner  prescribed  by  the  “Municipal  Clauses  Act.” 

This  by-law  shall  take  effect  and  come  into  force  on 
the  2oth  day  of  .Tune,  1900.
